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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 22-28, 22-28/30 and 22-28/31 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as 
being unpatentable over Haines in view of Chou. 

Haines, in Fig. 16, discloses an upper rail 38b (which may be fixed, column 6, 
lines 14-18, movable lower rail 90b, left cord 30b, right cord 32b, which cross in lower 
rail 90b and exit opposite ends of lower rail 90b, and cord tensioner 210. The cord 
tensioner is a tension spring. Such springs have known deficiencies, such as premature 
failure. The use of a compression spring to tension a cord in a window covering is 
taught by Chou, Figs. 3 and 4, which shows spring 34,inturned rims adjacent element 
80, and attachment member 76 which has grooves for the return of the cord. It is also 
noted that Haines discloses cord tensioner, Figs. 10,11, that have inturned rims and are 
cylindrical, such being an obvious modification of the cord return of Chou due to the 
cylindrical nature of the spring. It would have been obvious to replace the tension spring 
tensioner 210 of Haines with a compression spring tensioner for each cord, as taught by 
Chou, so as to achieve the advantages of a compression spring. Chou is in the same 
field of endeavor, ie tensioning a shade operating cord. Even if Chou is not in the same 
field of endeavor, motivation to go to Chou is same motivation as used by Applicant to 
provide a compression spring, ie such is clearly superior for tensioning cords. Locating 
the tensioners in the movable rail would have been an obvious design choice. 

Claims 29,29/30 and 29/31 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Haines in view of Chou as applied above, and further in view of 
Ozols. 
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The use of a pulley instead of a smooth fixed surface for redirecting a cord is well 
known, as illustrated by Ozols. It would have been obvious to replace the attachment 
member of Chou with a pulley so as to decrease wear on the cord. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments have been considered but are moot in view of the new 
grounds of rejection.
